The U. S. Senate on Mon¬ 
day passed Senator John Sher¬ 
man Cooper’s bill to submit 
a burley tobacco poundage- 
comcrol plan to farmers in a 
referendum this spring, but 
with an amendment that will 
reduce cuts to small growqpv. 

The Senate bill, as amended, 
provides for reducing pound¬ 
age quotais as follows— 

For growers of more than 
Vi acre — 5% during the first 
two years of the new program, 
then a limit of 7te% the next 
year, and not more than 10% 
for succeeding years. 

For growers with Vz acre 
ba'-es and less — 5% during 
the first two years, and not j 
more than the same amount j 
for any succeeding year. 

The amendment 1 to cushion ; 
growers of acre and less I 
was offered by Senator How¬ 
ard Baker of Tennessee, and 
Senator Cooper concurred, as 
did also Senator Cook. 

Under the present acreage 
control program farmers with 
bases of tfe acre or less are 
protected from anv cuts. 

A bill similar to the Senate 
bill (before its amendment) 
is peending before the House 
Agriculture Committee, having 
been approved last week by 
the agriculture sub-committee. 

It apparently will be parsed 
by the House soon, and any 
differences between the two 
bills will be worked out in 
committee. There is a good 
■chance that the amendment 
cushioning cuts to small grow¬ 
ers will also be offered to the 
House bill before it is brought 
to the floor for a vote. 

*The bill would determine 
first lyear poundage quotas by 
averaging a farmer's pey-acre 
yields for four of the last five 
years, and multiplying that 
figure by their last year’3 

quota. That preliminary quota 
then would be cut 5% by the 
Agricultuxte Department to de¬ 
termine 1971 poundage quota. 

The bill would permit a 
farmer to lease up to 5,000 

pounds of quota from otiher 

farmers in Ihe same county. 
A farmer whose production 

falls below his quota could 
make up the difference ithe 
following year. Also a farmer 
could sell 10% more than his 
quota in a good year hut that 
amount would be deducted 
from his quota for the follow¬ 
ing year. 

Meanwhile in Washington, 
Joseph Todd, deputy director 
of the Agriculture Department 
tobacco division sniti that the 
deparment had tentatively de¬ 
cided that April 8 was the 
longest it could Wait to an¬ 
nounce quotas unless Congress 
acts decisively on poundage 
coni/bols before that date. 

Normally, the department 
must proclaim quotas by Feb. 
1, but Congress has authorized 
a delay this year to provide 
time for consideration of the 
proposed poundage program. 

A two-thirds majority of 
farmers i s needed to change to 
poundage controls. If the plan 
is defeated, there would be no 
control and price support pro¬ 
gram. 

Senator John Sherman Coop¬ 
er, sponsor of the bill, told his 
colleagues that changing pro¬ 
duction controls from acreage 
allotments to poundage quotas 
was needed to protect burley 
growers from a congressional 
levolt against all price supports 
or a decision by grower refer¬ 
endum to drop the program. 

Acreage allotments above not 
sufficiently controlled product¬ 
ion because of increasing per 
acre yields. 


Board of Directors of the 
Commercial Bank of West Lib 
erty at a meeting in the bank 
Tuesday night established The 
C. K. Stacy Community Fund 
and voted to allocate a percent¬ 
age of the bank’s net earnings 
annually to finance the memor¬ 
ial as a continuing fund for 
permanent commuity improve¬ 
ments. 

The fund will be a memorial 
to the late Cortis K. Stacy, who 
died in 19C9 after serving as an 
official of the bank 48 years, a 
trusted leader, wise counselor 
and friend to thousands. 

The bank directors voted to 
fund the memorial from bank 
profits but stipulated that the 
fund would be administered by 
an independent board of trust¬ 
ees. 

James R. Perry, president of 
the hank and grandson of Mr. 
Stacy, said the bank will an¬ 
nually allocate a percentage of 
its net earnings to the fund, 
commencing next January 1. 
and proposes to make the 
memorial a continuing fund for 
initiating or aiding permanent 
community improvements. 

Members of the bank’s board 
are—James R. Perry, Dr. Chas 
B. Stacy, Mrs. Margaret Stacy, 
Mrs. Hazel B. Stacy, Mrs. Fran 
cos S. Peyton, Joe S. Wells, 
Woodrow Stamper, Rex Mc¬ 
Guire and Frank Oldfield 

Trustees to administer the 
fund are to be announced later 
by the directors. 

The late Mr. Stacy joined the 
Commercial Bank as its cashier 
in 1920, ten years after it was 
instituted and when the bank 
had assets f !> 381,370 and cap¬ 
ital of $30,000. He was elected 
president in 1948 and became 
the guiding light that built the 
bank to be one of the largest 
small town banks in Kentucky, 


with resources of over $10V> 
million at the time of his death 
in 1969. 

During his 48 years as bank¬ 
er, counsellor, civic and politi¬ 
cal leader, he had been a friend 
of the people of a wide area, 
interested in their welfare, their 
bulwark in time of trouble and 
need. Thousands remembered 
him for helping with their bur¬ 
dens. But even more than his 
financial assistance, his wise 
counselling seemed te evoke 
the best in people that enabled 
them to move upward, thous¬ 
ands of them. And in turn he 
received their goodwill and 
lasting respect. 

After long service as a Dem¬ 
ocratic party leader, he was 
elected State Senator in the 
1940’s and served two terms, 
his influence in Frankfort help¬ 
ing to get highways and other 
improvements. 

And it was largely through 
Mr. Stacy’s foresight and urg- 
ings, and assistance that Mor¬ 
gan people shifted to pastures, 
cattle and tobacco after timber 
and coal played out and the 
county’s two railroads were dis¬ 
continued — and Morgan soon 
became known as the “Blue- 
grass County of the Mountains.” 

The fund will be a memorial 
to a beloved Morgan leader.

"All of these schemes have 
one Hhing in common: .the 
swindlers ge.t as much money 
as fart as possible before leav¬ 
ing,” he pointed out. He also 
noted that spring seem® to be 
a favorite time of the year 
for such swindles which us- 
ualV; take place in remote 
areas where the most likely 
victims are widows or elderly 
couples. 

Mir. Wood concluded, ‘‘The 
public needs to be warned 
against such thieves and chea's 
so that law enforcement offi¬ 
cials will have a better opport¬ 
unity to catch them."

Farmers receiving ‘prevent¬ 
ed planting credit’ may plant 
the acreage which would have 
been pu‘t into corn to other 
crops if they choose, provid¬ 
ing they are not quota crops- 

To qualify for ‘prevented 
planting credit’ a producer 
who has a farm with an eligi¬ 
ble feed grain bare must file 
a request at the County ASCS 
Office not later than 15 days 
after the end of the normal 
planting period for corn in 
the county. For Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, the deadline for filing re¬ 
quests te June 25. 1971. 


The request form is avail¬ 
able at the County A~CS office. 
>n i-’, the producer will note 
which seed dealers he tried 
t° obtain blight-redistant corn 
seed from. 

The producer will also certi¬ 
fy he was unable to obtain 
sufficient blight-resistant corn 
seed to plant at least 45 per- 
'ent of his farm’s feed grain 
base. 

County ASC Committees 
will check with local seed 
dealers and notify producers

STRIP-MINE SUIT 

SALYERSVILLE — Magoffin 
County Fiscal Court has order¬ 
ed County Attorney Marcus 
Mann to file suit against Terry 
Elkhorn Mining Co., as a pub¬ 
lic nuisance. 

Action came after a delega¬ 
tion of citizens from the Gun 
Creek Road section appeared 
before the court voicing com 
plaints on the company’s oper¬ 
ations. 

The citizens charged that 
dust from the trucks was creat¬ 
ed severe damage to gardens, 
lawns and homes on the road, 
that night operations were dis¬ 
turbing the sleep and rest cf 
the residents, and that trucks 
were destroying the road. 

A previous court order in 
Magoffin Circuit Court does not 
cover this portion of the truck 
route. That order requires the 
company to maintain Rt. 7 and 
the Half Mountain Road and 
placed funds in escrow for this 
maintenance if the firm failed 
to do so.
